(Update). CY9C operation is now 
active as of late August 18th, and 
should be active until August 29th. 
Murray, WA4DAN, has_ been 
providing updates and reported on 
Saturday morning: "Three tons of 
gear were successfully transported to 
the St. Paul team on Friday. This 
was accomplished using two boats 
and seven helicopter runs to the 
island. Another boat is scheduled to 


transport additional gear this 
afternoon. At least two helicopter 
runs are scheduled later this 
morning. 


We hope to have both islands fully 
supplied by late afternoon/early 
evening on Saturday. The Northeast 
Island team is essentially supplied 
while the Atlantic Cove team still 
needs essential gear. 

We hope to have both sites fully 
operational by Saturday evening. 
Weather is marginal today so we 
will have to wait to hear from the 
boat captain and the helicopter crew.

The Halifax Amateur Radio Club Reflector 
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A BRIEF HISTORY OF HAM 
RADIO LICENSE PLATES 
By David Fraser 


License plates containing amateur 
radio call-signs were first issued in 
1951 in the states of Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Tennessee and 
Virginia. Gradually throughout the 
1950’s, more states would authorize 
the issuance of the so-called “ham 
radio” license plates. By 1973, 
Kentucky was the last US state to 
introduce such plates. 


Similarly in Canada, Quebec was the 
first province to issue distinctive 
plates with the VE2 call signs in 
1952. Several years later in 1958, 
New Brunswick would introduce 


VEI1 plates for its amateur radio 
operators. Soon after in 1959, 
Nova Scotia, 


Newfoundland, 


and Alberta would follow with the 
issuance of these special license 
plates containing the call signs to 
those amateur radio operators who 
requested them for their personal 


vehicles. Ontario was the last 


province to issue such plates in 1976, 
through the lobbying efforts of an 
amateur radio operator who was also 
a license plate collector. Yukon 
introduced its VE8 plates in 1973, 
and only 6 pairs were issued that first 
year, resulting in these first issue 
plates being extremely rare for plate 
collectors to obtain. 


The primary motivation for state and 
provincial governments to authorize 
the official issuance of call-sign 
license plates was in recognizing the 
fact that amateur radio operators 
performed a vital public service with 
communications, especially during 
natural disasters such as earthquakes 
and during storms or hurricanes, 
notably when power blackouts 
occurred. Police agencies would 
also recognize call-sign license plates 
on vehicles and allow them access or 
parking privileges in areas restricted 
to medical and emergency personnel. 


In most states and provinces, the 
design of the amateur radio plates is 
similar to that of the regular issue 
Passenger Car plates. Nova Scotia 
VE1 plates have followed this 
format, first by adding the “Canada’s 
Ocean Playground” slogan on VE1 
plates since 1980. After the graphic 
printed “Bluenose schooner” design 
was introduced on regular Car plates 
in 1989, it has been used on VE1 
plates since then, and more recently 
on the newer VAI call sign plates. 


Massachusetts has always featured a 
lightning bolt to separate the W1 or 
WAI prefix from the call letters. In 
those US states of the “zero” call 
district, the call-sign license plates 
contain a special “zero” character 
that has a diagonal slash line through 
it, so that it is not confused with the 
letter “O”. Amateur Radio plates in 
New York have a graphic image of a 
radio-wave tower preceding the 
embossed call signs. A few states, 
such as Illinois, spell out the title 
“Amateur Radio” or something 
similar in place of the regular state 


slogan on the plate to make it more 
obvious to the general public that 
this is an amateur radio plate. Over 
the years, license plate collectors 
have considered the ‘ham radio’ 
plates of Washington DC to be the 
most difficult to obtain after they 
expired. The main reason for this 
rarity was that, although many 
amateur radio operators worked in 
the District of Columbia, most of 
them lived in neighbouring Virginia 
or Maryland. 


The issuance of amateur radio 
license plates is not limited to 
Canada and the USA. All of the US 
territories (such as Puerto Rico, 
Guam and American Samoa) issue 
such plates, as well as the Northern 
Marianas Islands, Aruba and even 
Panama. 


The prefixes for some of the 
provinces or districts have changed 
in recent decades. Prince Edward 


Island changed to a VY2 prefix circa 


1990, and license plates began to be 
issued to those operators with the 
new call signs. Similarly, the Yukon 
(which used to be in the VE8 region) 
changed to a VY1 prefix in the mid- 
1980’s. New Brunswick also 
changed to a VE9 prefix in the 
1990’s, and in recent years the Nova 
Scotia Registry began to issue VAI 
plates. In the mid-1960’s, 
Newfoundland allowed any US 
servicemen stationed at the US 
military bases on Newfoundland to 
order amateur radio license plates 
with their American call-sign. A 
small quantity of these 
Newfoundland & Labrador license 
plates with US call-signs would have

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been issued in any given year, 
making them quite rare for collectors 
to obtain.
